HEALTH CENTER HERE
OBSERVES ANNIVERSARY

Celebration of the 16th anni-
versary of the dedication of
the Torrance Health Center

after -hour tea last Friday af-
ternoon when 41 members of
the staff gathered in the Cen-
ter to reminisce over their
work during the past decade
land a half.,

tealizing the need for ade-
quate public health facilities in
a central location, the City of
Torrance bought the property
lon which the health center
| building stands in 1932, and pre-
sented it to Los Angeles
County. Since the erection of
the building, the park-like loca-
tion has been landsecaped, the
site and building now being one
of the most beautiful of the 21
health center locations through-
out the county. '

At the time of the dedica-
tion of the new building as a
health and welfare center, the
eighth of its kind in the Los
Angeles county ‘health depart-
ment's decentralized program,
there were approximately 20
employees in the Torrance dis-
trict.

Prior te the occupancy of
the local building, public health
needs were administered from
headquarters in the Redondo
Beach City Hall under the direc-
tion of Dr, Henry C. Smiley,
district health officer. Dr. Smi-
ley, whe < look charge in ’the
new building, is still health of-
ficer for the Torrance district.

Sub-center officers are, how-
ever, still maintained in the Re-
dondo Beach City Hall, Mrs.
Ruth Hopkins 1s receptionist and
public health nurses and sani-
tarians are assigned to this
area.

| discontinued in 1932, the basic
services remain essentially the
same. Chest clinics concerned
| with tuberculosis control are
| still in operation. They arc held
overy Tuesday' under the super-
vision of Dr. Lucie Otto.

Dr. Gerald Miller is at the
Center Monday “through Friday
for dental appointments. All par-
ents may bring their small chil-
|dren in for an initial examina-
| tion and instruction in the care
of their teeth, but only those
parents who cannot afford pri-
vate dental care may receive
continued service for their chil-
dren. Patients who attend the
prenatal clinics each Wednesday
morning are also eligible for
dental care. . Volunteer  physi-
cians from the Harbor General
hospital assist in prenatal su-
pervision, ¢
One of the inctreasingly pop-
ular services of the District is
that of the child health confer-
cnces for niothers of well chil-
dren. These mothers may con-
sult with the pediatrician on
such problems as child manage-
ment, health habits and diet.
Vaccination against smallpox
and immunization against diph-
theria, whooping cough and tet-
anus are also available at the
conferences. -
